- After the .Dragoons and other new-raiſed Soldiers had 
( with Connuvance ) deſtroyed the Cattle and plundered ſe- 
veral private Perſons, ' in moſt Places of the Country ; laſt 

| | Sunday wasSennightzten thonſand of the neighbouring Troops 
and Companies were ordered privately to draw inear the 

Town, and the Delign was managed with more Secreſie and 
tetter Condutt than one could expe from their uſual Pru- 
. dence and Politicks; for on Monday Morning by break of 

. Day, wathout any Alarm of Drum or Trumpet, they ſeiz'd 
| all the Skirts of the Ciry, ' and planted - themſelves at the 
- Heads and Turning of every Street : At ſeven a Clock three 

, Tele& Companies, commanded by Captain Talbse, marched 
_ ſilently towards the College ; and ſome who went before, 
by an Iriſh Stratagem (thit is by telling a Lie to the Porter) 
got admiſlion into the Gate ; which they * preſently ſeized, 
and drew their Men into the Court.

very few Arms : They quartered upon us all that Day and 


the next, and kept ſtrict Guards upon our Gates and: Paſſa- 
ges:; White this was dNINg 1 11 the College, others were em- 
ployed in thneſame Work 1n all Parts of the Town, and'uſed 
the Citizens mare barbaroully Lian we were; who had the 
c004 Fortune to have a civil Othcer. About two Hours after 
the Search for Arins, the Dragoons and Horſe-Granadiers, 
went about and broke open all Stables, and ſeized the Horſes, 
which were drivea to ſeveral Quarters of the Town, and 
there divided by Lot among the Oſticers and Troopers. I 
TOP OV two Horſes, which were too low, Iam ſure, for 

y Service, but nothin: would ſecure them. The Arms 
that were taken, were lodg'd ia the Pariſh Churches, with 
Guards ubon the m,where they continu'd for ſome timezat laſt 
when all this hurry was a little over, which was not acted 
without much violence and pilfering, and ſome blood, a De- 
clration was publiſh 'd ( the Copy of which I here incloſe ) 
which moſt Proteſtants look'd upon as a fnare, and ſpecious 
pretence to plunder their Houſes, becauſe if upon ſearch 
hereafter any Arms be found (and how eaſe 1s it for Soldi- 
ers in ſuch Confulion ro drop Arms, and ſay they found them 
there )-ſuch Houſes are expoſed to the extravagancy and ra- 
pine of the Soldiers. In the Country things were managed 


with more ſeverity, and ſome few who.,,made oppoiition, 


were plundered of all, Nay, even thoſe who had my Lord 
Deputy s Protection, and Licence too keep Arms to defend 
their Houſes, were. beſieged, and more hardly uſed on that 
very ſcore : Among others Sir Arthur Langford, Mr. Barton

talk with contempt cf your Engliſh Succors, deſpiſe your new 
Government, laugh at your Divitons, and ſpeak loudly ot 
Invacing you within a few months; Indeed ( if the Icoſen 
m'y. may beallowcd to fpeak ) moſt of our Miſcrics arc ow- 
ing tothe daily promiſes and expectation of Forces from 
Enelana, tor as thoſe hopes encouraged our F1 icnds 112 the 
North and Shgo to Aflociate; and conſequently expoſe the 


poor remnant of Proteſtants . in Leinſter and Connaught to - 
the mergy of their Enemies ; So this tedious diſappointment 


will ( 1 fear ) make them deſperate, and accept of any Con- 
ditions from the|/ Government, and lay down their Arms, 
ſince they find they are ſo much neglected and forgotten in 
England. I forgot to tell yon that while all this was doing 
in Dublin, Soldiers were. put en board every Ship, and pla- 
ced at all the Paſſages by Rings-Ezd, to prevent any ones 


eſcaping ; theſe Guards yet continue, and "twas diſmal to fee - 


how many poor people were turn*d back by the Soldiers at- 
ter they had been firſt rifled and barbarouſly uſed ; Some en- 
deavouring to eſcape, were ſhot at and wounded, and left any 
Ship ſhould ſteal/away the Sails of moſt of themwere taken to 
Town; laſt Thw/4ay Orders were fent to Sheriffs of every 
County to ſeize the Real and Perſonal Eſtates of all Perſons 


'now out of the Kingdom. Yeſterday a ſolemn Proceſſion 
of the Hoſt was' to be made through the principal Street 6t 


Dublin, tor a bleſling upon their Deligns ; they talk*d too that 
a Proclamation would ſuddenly be itſred for Perfons to 
bring 1n their Plate to be Coined ; and that the Forces would 
this day march towards the North. The King has long been 
confidently expected,and we have 2 or 3timeshad falſeAlarms 
of his Landing in Mmſter, and made Bonkres on that occalion.
